WHY THEY WERE TAKEN 


UP. 


Th* Carson Index, apparently unable 


to understand the financial legislation 
of 1879 and 1881, calls particularly for 
information concerning the action of 
the Legislature in 1879. It says: 


Why were the 15-year bonds that 


were issued in April, 1872, to the 
amount of $880,000, for tha payment of 
the Territorial debt, taken up in 1879 
and cancelled. Those bonds were not 
<tae till April, 1887. They bore interest 
at the rate of 9% per cant, per annum. 
About $420,000 was paid to get the 
bonds in (or cancellation. Nearly $40,- 
000 seems to have been paid for these 
bonds in excess of their face value—and 
all the State School Fund has to show 
for it is the $380,000 irredeemable bond. 
W« ask again, why were those bonds 
eonotlled as soon as the School money 
had bought them in at such an enor- 
mous premium? What good faith or 
honest finance wng there in that trans- 
action? Thei more this business is iu- 
rostigated th-s darker it looks. 


When the Legislature convened Janu- 


ary 6, 1879, the bonded debt of the 
State was $540,400, to wit: 
Territorial bonds, interest 9% 


per cent., redeemable March 
1, 1887 
$380,000 


State bonds, interest 10 per 


cent., redeemable April 1, 
1881 
74,400 


State bonds, interest 9% per 


cent., redeemable March 1,

There was iu the various funds, iu U. 


S. 6 per cent, bonds, the sum of $410,- 
500, which had been called iu by the 
Grtiterniaont, and which boie no interest 
after September 1, 1878, apportioned as 
follows:

State interest and sinking fund 100,000 
Territorial interest and sinking 


fund 
100,000 


State University fund 
14,500

The amount iu the State school it:ad, 


tinder the law, could only be invested in 
XT, S. securities or Nevada 8U*e bonds. 
The amount in the State interest and 
linking fund in U. S. 6 per cent, securi- 
ties or California 6 percent. State bonds. 
The amount in the Territorial interest 
and sinking fund, in U. S. securities. 
The amount iu the State University 
fund, in 0. 8. securities and Nevada 
State bonds. 


The financial officers of the State find- 


ing that no California State bonds were 
obtainable and no U, S. securities bear- 
ing a higher rate of interest than 4 per 
cent., opened a correspondence with the 
holders of the Territorial bonds ($380,- 
000) and effected an agreement for the 
surrender of said bonds at such a rate of 
premium as would afford the State 4 
per cent, interest daring the life of the 
bonds (8 years) on the amount invested, 
provided the Legislature would pass an 
Act authorizing the investment and pur- 
chase at the rate of interest. 
The Leg- 


islature promptly passed an Act giving 
the necessary authority; also an Act au- 
thorizing the purchase -of the State 
bonds proper in the State school f niid 
(amount $104,000) with the money and 
securities iu the State interest and sink- 
ing fund. 


The $410,500 U. S. 6 per cent, bonds, 


and $57,000 U. S. 4 per cent, bonds be 
longing to tha Territorial interest and 
sinking fund, and $23,000 D. 8. 4 per 
cent, bonds belonging to the State 
school fund, were sold at par andappor 
tiooed to the proper funds. 


The purchase of the State bonds in 


the State school fund was then made by 
paving out of the State interest and 
sinking fund $107,745 32, being the 
face of the bonds ($104,000) and the 
premium ($3,745 32) originally paid 
for said bonds. 


Then there was t' ansferred, in accord- 


ance with law, frt m the State school 
fund to the Territorial interest and sink- 
ing fund the sum of $325,000. with 
which amount and the sum of $175,000 
in Territorial interest and sinking fund, 
by law appropriated for the purpose, 
the purchase of tho Territorial bonds 
was effected as follows: 
On 1st of February, 1879

220,000

In illustration of the computations 


made, theintorest on $160,000, at 9% 
percent., from February 1st, 1879, the 
time of purchase, to Mi»rch lit, 1887, 
time of maturity of tjnda, would be 
S122.88P 67. Add the prmoipul $160,- 
000, and the value of bonds and interest 
at maturity would amount to $282,- 
«66 67. 


For the $160,000 there was paid the 


sura of $207,418 27. The interest on 
this sum at 4X per cent, from date of 
purchase to maturity of bonds will be 
$75,448 40, making the value of bonds 
and interest at maturity $282,866 67. 


The interest on $220.000 at 9% per 


cent, from April 1st. 1879, the time of 
.purchase, to March 1st, 1887, time of 
Maturity of bonds would be $165,468 33. 
Add principal, $220,000, and' the rain* 
of bonds aid interest at maturity would 
bt $385.453 93. 


For the $220,000 there was paid the 


sum of $284,208 91. The interest on 
Shis sum at 4 VI per,,cont. from^Bate of 
purchase Jto maturity of bonds will be

In consideration of the amount ap- 


propriated (325,000) belonging to the 
State School Fund, a bond for $380,000 
not redeemable or transferable, drawing 
5 per cent, interest, was placed in the 
State School Fund, the interest to go 
into the General School Fund for the 
benefit of the public schools of the 
State. 


The interest will amount to $19,000 


per annum, or $190 more than would 
have been tho interest derived from the 
four per cent, securities and the $104,- 
000 State bonds.

The Railroad Coming.

During a week's sojourn at Keno we 


were enabled to learn many particulars 
concerning the N. & 0., and herewith 
give the facts as we found them: 


The first five miles of the grade is 


about completed, and the laying of the 
track begun last Saturday • afternoon. 
The company have sufficient material in- 
cluding ties and rails to put five miles of 
the io»d in lunning order, t.nd an en- 
gine and consti notion train will be on 
the track next week. The company are 
paying out money as they go, and there 
is no further donbt that they hpve the 
means to complete five miles, after 
which they draw money on their bonds. 
Tbis assures the succesx of the road, 
and judging from the energy and ra- 
pidity with which they are at work, we 
believe the rond will reach this valley 
before the first of January. Laut Satur- 
day 230 men were employed, and they 
were giving work to every man who 
wanted employment.

Mr. Edison, tha Meulo Park (N. J.) 


ilectrician, recently sent to a friend in 
)roville one of his much-written-about 
lorsfshoe carbon burners. The neces- 
ary appliances for a trial of the Edison 
ight not being available. in Oroville, 
he lamp WK» given to a -gukUeuan oon- 
nectedwith the American District Tele- 
;raph Company in this oity, and last 
evening (was experimented with. The 
standard of the lamp is of black, pol- 
shed wood, and looks very much like 
an ordinary rnading table drop light; 
n fact, it could be made in any shape 
or design. The lamp itself, which Edi- 
lon claims is to supply the light of the 
uture, is pear-shaped and of glass, with 


metal base at the small end, and 


screwed into a metal tube which forms 
th* top of the standard. 
The glass 


amp ia air-tight and contains a small 
borseshoe shaped thread of carbonized 
oaniboo, supported by platinum wires. 
The carbon is no larger around than a 
piece of coarse,silk,thread, and is about 
an inch in length. The platinum wires 
supporting it connect with'the metal 
neck of the glass lamp, and an electric 
current is established by wires connect- 
ed with the metal tube into which the 
neck of the lamp is screwed. Two ordi- 
nary wires, charged by a chemical bat- 
tery in nse in connection with the 
American District Telegraph Company's 
telephone*, were connected •with the 
bore of the standard as n rubber tube 
might be attached to the bore of a gas 
drop light. The current was then made 
to include the carbon horseshoe by the 
turning of an ordinary key connecting 
with the parts of the lamp where the 
metal of the utandard and lump were 
joined. Instantly the tiny black horse- 
shoe became a resplendent light, equa 
to a sixteeu-candle power gas jet. The 
light could be turned oil and off, just as 
gaslight is, by means of the connecting 
key. The light would have been larger 
had the electric power been stronger 
A greater or less light is produced by a 
larger or smaller lamp. The one nsec 
last night was about four by one and a 
half inches.—[8. F. Chronicle. •

Other ports of the 


United States and Canada are sending 
little by comparison, while Hungary 
seems played out, or nearly so. It 
thinks the advautages possessed by tbe 
Northwestern States will be found to be 
virgin soil, and that it will not be long 
before the virgin soil will be exhausted. 
Then these States will lose their main 
advantage.

Spain 
has been injured largely by disastrous 
floods, Germany is very despondent, 
and Austria-Hungary are both damaged 
by floods. Southern Russia promises 
well. In short, the summary of the of- 
ficial journal of the Milling Association 
makes out H rather discouraging view.
